Exceptional Advantages of 
Western Canada in Aiding 
the Situation 


United States and Canada should 
redouble their efforts in the produc- 
tion of wheat. Of the world’s supply 
it has been estimated that the United 
States supplies 19 per cent., Canada 
6 per cent., Italy 5 per cent., France 
8 per cent., India 10 per cent. and 
Russia 18 per cent. ith Russia in 
a muddle her 18 per cent. is going to 
dwindle. Australia and Argentina 
might also be asked to ‘speed up but 
to the great distances for transpor- 
tation it is more advisable to look to 
North America, 

Hitherto the question of rates was 
the all important factor, but war has 
added another phase. The nearest 
grain supply to Europe is North 
America, The distance between Que- 
bec and Liverpool is 2,000 miles 
while between Buenos Ayres and 
Plymouth it is 5,300 miles. A ves- 
sel on the North American route 
could make two and one-half trips 
at least in the same time that would 
be required for it to make one trip 
f on the South American route. 
When it is a case of necessity it is 
not a question of rates so much as a 
question of time. In contracts for 
the supply of foods time will be of 
the essence. England must get her 
food supply as near to home as pos- 
sible and look to North America. 

India with its 10 per cent, would 
Prove an important factor but her 
trade route through the Suez canal 
and Mediterranean sea is still infect- 
ed with submarines. To journey 
around Africa would consume too

Wouid Revise 
School Histories 


Idea Is to Eliminate Passages Tend- 
ing to Antagonize Either 
U. S&S. or Canada 


With a view to bringing even 
closer relations about between Cana- 
da and the United States and _ be- 
tween. the United States and Britain, 
It is suggested that a careful revision 
of the school histories of these coun- 
tries, in order to eliminate passages 
which might tend to create or per- 

etuate antagonisms, be undertaken 

y an international committee. To 
this end the Fortnightly club of 
Montreal, has appointed two leading 
Citizens, J. Penrose Anglin and J. 
Armitage Ewing, K.C., to prepare an 
outline of a scheme to be presented 
to the various universities and lead- 
ing public men of the countries in 
question by way of starting an edu- 
cational campaign along the line sug- 
gested.

Some slight variation may exist from day 
to day, but not sufficient to vary the per- 
centage shown. 
Local Distribution 
It is impossible, of course, to go into de- 

tail of manufacturing costs and profits;that 
feature should be dealt with by the food 
controller, or by authorized investigation. 


A pertinent question, however, is the cost 
of distribution from the point of manufac- 
ture to,destination and the cost of  distri- 
bution from the railway car to the consum- 
er. The latterrepresents cartage, interest, 
insurance, wholesale and retail profits and 
deliveries, etc. The question that vatur- 
ally arises, from a review of the figures, is 
whether, especially during the war, the 
present system of distribution to the con- 
sumer is not Only too costly, but involves
